CHICACO SUFFERS HEAVILY FROM 
A FIRE. 


= 


4 Lerze Wall Paper Bstablishment Burns-A Fira- 
man Falls I.toa Burning Butiding and Loses 
His Life - The Prairie Firesin the West 
- Biazes Throughout the Country. 


CaIcaGco, April 13—J. J. McGrath’s wall 
peper house, at Nos. 106, 108, 110 and 112 
Wabash avenue, and located in a five-story 
building, was totally destroyed by fire early 
this morning. ‘The stock is an entire loss, and 
the building irreparably injured, the floors 
baving fallen through. The front and rear 
walls are ruined. The fire was also attended 
by atleast two fatalities. Pipeman Michael 
Purns was standing in a fourth-story window 
when aehect of flame came out,enveloping him 
and he fell into the blazing massinside. John 
Bebells, lieutenant of engine No. 32, was climh- 
ing aladder to the second story, when it 
slipped, and he fell to the sidewalk, crushing 
hisekull. Captain Frederick Reese had his 
leg broken by a falling stone. 

The fire was discovered at °3:25 o’clock by 
the night watchman. When the firemen 
arrived the fire was in the center of the build- 
ing, but even before hose could be brought to 
bear upon it the flames had jumped from story 
to story, above and below, and seized speedily 
vpon the very inflammable stuff with which 
the floor’ were loaded. 

A second and third alaym was turned in, and 
twenty engines were soon working upon the 
building. Despite the earliness of the hour a 
large crowd soon collected and watched. the 
work of destruction. A large stand pipe was 
erected, and poured a heavy stream into the 
top story. The floors began to full within 
three-quarters of an hour after the start of the 
fire. 

The firemen say that they have never before 
seen such rapid and complete destruction of a 
lurge establishment. Thefira was out avout 
five o’clock, and owing to the exertions of the 
firemen very little, if any, damage was done to 
acjoin'ng buildings, which are occupied by 
wholesale jewélry and millinery houses. 

A careful estimate of the loss cannot be 
made until later in the day, but it is supposed 
te be about $150,000 to $175 COM en $=stock and 
$50 000 on the building. The sf lei is said 
to be smal. 

Mr. McGrath, owner of the stock of wall 
paper, deglared this morning’ that his loss 
would reach a half a million dollars —probably 
the Jargest stock carried by any one firm in 
America. The insurance wili fall short of the 
less by $200 000. 

The Jatest estimates of the loss make the 
aggregate anywhere from $300,000 to $450,000.

Damage Dune to Farmers—Seéveral 
Lives Lost, 

LIncouNn, Neb, April 13.—Along the branch 
line of the Burlington and Mobile railroad, a 
large number of settlers have lost their all by 
prairie fires. Railroad men say that for miles 
every feot of ground is burned over. In Sher- 
idan and Gove counties the fires have raged 
almost as fiercely, and in one settlement four 
lives were lost.

CHAIRMAN COOLEY. 


He is Interviewed About the Commission's 
Recent Decision. 

CutcaGo, April 13.—Jadge Cooley, chairman 
of the interstate commerce commission, is in 
the city engeged in setiling up his accounts as 
receiver of the Wabash railroad. In conversa- 
tion with a reporter of a local paper regardiog 
the recent action of the commission in suspend- 
ing the operation of the long and short haul 
section of the new law for-roads in the Southern 
Railway and Steamship association, which has 
called forth so much unfavorable notice, Judge 
Cooley said the commissioners, after thoroughly 
discussing the arguments presented by the 
various roads, came to the concla- 
sion that justice required that 
they should move slowly on a 
question of such great importance, and that 
they should not take action that would be 
dcfinite in its effects without first making 
themselves fully acquainted with the situa- 
tion. This was deemed particularly important 
because the law went into effect so soon after 
the sppointment of the commiszion, and the 
railroads had hardly time to adapt their tariffs 
and rules to accord with the provisions of the 
new law. The commission, he said, did not 
recognize the Southern Railway and 
Steamship association, as had been claimed, 
but ed its action upon the individual 
arguments presented by representatives of 
the various roads in that associaticn, especially 
the Louisville and Nashville, East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Gecrgia and other leading south- 
ern roaés. The claim that the commission 
erred in extending the order to all southern 
roads south of the Ohio river and east of the 
Mississippi river, he did not think held good as 
not only competition by steamship lines had to 
be taken isto consideration, but also compsti- 
tion by the Mississippi river and other south- 
ern pavigsbie rivers. He did not think any 
injartice w8s done to roads this side of the Ohio 
river by granting temporarily relief to the 
southern roads. To change the rates to con: 
form with $be new law by roads in this part of 
the country was but trifling as compared to 
the changes necessary by roadsin the south, 
ard the decision that they must conform with 
the lJongand short banl section of the law, 
without affording them reasonable time to do 
s0,. might have subjected them to. serious 
trouble and lees. Jf the commission finds, 
upon personal investigation, that no good 
cause exists for giving the  south- 
erm roads, or any other roads, 
the privilege of making special through rates 
to meet alleged water competition, it would at 
once compel those roads to conform strictly 
with the provisions of the long and short haal 
section. 

He also states that the commission wonld 
rot tolerate any discrimination on the part of 
the southern roads against merchants in wast- 
ern cities. 


COOD FOR THE MINERS. 


The Interstate Law Proves a Blessing to 
Them. 

READING, Pa., April 13 —For several years 
part, fifty or more furnaces in the Schuylk'll 
valley baye been using immense quantities of 
foreign ore and ore brought from other states, 
thus causing almost an entire cessation of iron 
ore operations in this section. The interstate 
ccmmerce bill, howevér, with its high freight 
charges, has caused many farnaces to use ore 
mined in eastern Pennevivania, and there is 
not a mine between here and Alientown which 
is net being worked to its fullest capacity.

HE MAKES A SPEECH TO PEOPLE 
WHO DIFFER WITH HIM. 


Beirg Preveiled on to Address a Crowd He Finds Taat 
He Has More Opponents Than Followrrs-— Bit- 
ter Denunciation of the Liberal Party— 

Other News From the Old World. 


Lonpon, April 13.—Mr. Chamberlain. while 
traveling to Ayer, was met at Kilmarnock 
station today by a crowd, who insisted that he 
shovld make a speech. In complying with the 
request Mr. Chamberlain said that for the first 
time in its history, the liberal party was allied 
with men whose hends were stained with blood 
and was assisting them to carry out an obstrac- 
tive policy in parliament. The unionist views 
regarding Ireland were unaltered. Mr. Cham- 
berlain was frequently interrupted in the 
course of his speech, the hisses of his opponents 
exceeding the cheers of his supporters. 

Mr. Chamberlain said: 

I sm jot surprised to find a division in the lib- 
eral party. One of the principles of the party is 
that sufficient independence of judgment be left 
to each member, naga me? 

The great question dividing usis a very serious 
one, and is well expressed in a letter from my 
friend, John Bright, who says he is sorry that the 
liberals are divided on the question of the preser- 
vation of ordcr and the maintenance of uaion. 
It has always mn 3&8 great 
ciple of the liberal party not 
or sanction outrage, anarchy or violence. 
first time in its history, the party is allied with 
men whose bands are stained with outrage. A 
majority of the liberal members of parliment who 
sanction obstruction, are allied with men who pro- 
duce disorder in Ireland and threaten us with out- 
leges in our Own Streets. I hope the time has ar- 
rived when Great Britain will give an 
answer to this policy of intimidation. 
I em convinced that the bulk of the 
workipg classes will show no sympathy with those 
who commit these offenses, 

We are bou:.d to maintain order and union, but 
that peed not prevent our sympathizing with a 
people who have a practical grievance, of which 
they rightiy complain and whichitisour duty to 
remedy. Weare not opposed to a reasonable rem- 
edy consistent with the greater interests of Great 
Britain, but we shall not yield to lawless agitation.

The number of emigrants now waiting 
eteamers to carry them to their destination is 
already greater than can be housel in the he- 
tele and lodging houses, and many are camping 
in the streets. Fifteen bundred embarked yee- 
terday. Three thousand more are expected to 
arrive on Saturday next to take steamers here. 


A Steamer Ashore. 

Paris. April 13—A dispatch from Dippe

on the rocks nearthat city, during a fog, and 
afterwards sunk. Several of her passengers 
attached lifebelts to their bodies and then 
jumped. cverboard and were carried out to sea 
She had ninety passengers, of whom twelve 
drowned, although the wreck occurred close to 
main land. 


The captain of the Victoria says that the 
first boat lowered was mcestly occupied by 
ladies. The boat capsized, and only four of its 
ocoupants were saved. The other 
boats landed in my ° At least 
twenty persons were rowned. The 
captain says @ majority of those lest were 
French persons, whose names he does not know. 
Four bedies have been recovered. [he captsin 
attributes the accident—the only one he has had 
in twenty-eight years—to the failure of the 
fogborn. The crew, he says, did their best te 
allay the panic.

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THE SEIZURE OF THE REBECCA. 


The Correspondence Between Ge Meral Jack- 
son and Secretary Bayard. 

Crry oF Mexico, April 13.—The course of 
the government in publishing in the Diario 
Official the correspondence pasying between 
Minister Mariscal, of the foreign relations de- 
partment, and General Henry R. Jacksou, 
formerly United States minister here, ia the 
matter of the schooner Rebecca, seized at 
Tampico on the charge of smuggling, excites 
much comment. Only the letters passing be- 
tween the American minis er hereand Minis- 
ter Mariscal are given, and the correspondeace 
between Sccretery Byard and General 
Jackson, which is of especial 
interest, cannot of course be 
given. As General Jackson's letters are giveu 
in Spaniehb, the fall force of the language em- 
ployed cannot always be seen, as much de~- 
pends on the original text, but while they are 
extremely courteous they insist strenuously 
that the United States government has the 
right to decide whether there wasa denial of 
justice in Mexican courts. At the close of one 
long letter, General Jackson says: 

“IT should be most happy if I succeed in persuad- 
ing your excellency to admit as a cardinal prin- 
ciple of law the right of foreign government as 
matter of last resource, to decide that question for 
itself, and that this right compre nend; exercise of 
pewer which no sovereign can in any manner 
waive, since there accompauies ita duty that noe 
government which maintains its dignity or esteem, 
the op’nion of humanity can fail to fulfill.” 

The ground taken by the Mexican minister 
of foreign relations in his correspondence is 
that there was no denial of justice in the 
courts, It is the policy of the Mexican govern- 
ment, as established in its recent treaties with 
European powers,that befure cases can be taken 
up diplomatically they must first be carried 
through the regular Jegal channels. The case 
was practically given up by the American’ 
state department by iastructing Mr. 
Morgan, charge de ailairs, in 
Mey, 1886, while -General Jackson 
was in Georgia on leave of absence, that the 
United States government did not assert that 
there bad been a flagrant denial of jastice in 
the matter. Bat this withdrawal of the ground 
taken by General Jackson was accompanied by 
a protest that the course of the Mexican gov- 
ernment had been harsh and oppressive, the 
secretary of state expressing regret that noth- 
ing had been done to make proper amends, 
Therefore, the Mexican government contend- 
ing that its course in the matter was not dic- 
tated by motives other than a desire to secure 


justice through established channels, gives the 


correspondence to the world. 
THE NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT. 


How Matters Stand in Regard to Colored 
Troops Participating. 

WASHINGTON, April 13 —Mr. DeLeon, secre- 
tary of the national drill, says he has written 
no general letter on the subject of the partici- 

tion of colored treops in the exercises of the 

ey encampment and drill in thiscity. Sev- 
eral commanders of southern companies have 
made inquiries re ing the matter, and to 
each he has replied according to the nature of 
the inquiry, but he has kept no copies of his 
letters. The letters, however, haveall been 
published in southern papers. He has stated 
the ruling of the board of management to be 
that colored companies, regularly organized as 
national guards, which applied before the first 
of April, would have their applications consid- 
ered without discrimination. 

The only colored companies which applied 
were one from the District of Columbia and 
two of regularly organized troops in Virginia. 
Mr. DeLeon says he has a!so stated that there 
would be no sccial equality except such as sol- 
diers might want. Virginia troops will form 
a part of their state con‘ingent under come 
mand of Brigadier General Anderson of tha 
First Virginia volunteers. Only three com- 
panies—the Montgomery True Blues and Greys 
and the Atlanta Rifles have decided not to 
participate inthe drill. Two companies in 
Texas, twoin Mississippieand one id North 
Carolina made inquiries but they have not an- 
nounced their withdrawal.

In his days of sovereign sway and master- 
dom, Napoleon throttled the press, and 
mage it his servileinstrument., And yet it 
is fo the press that the ideas and systems 
organized and vivified by the genius of this 
wonderful man owe their final overthrow.

What has placed the Bonaparte dynasty 
in this perilous and humilitating position? 
There have been no shock and clash of bayo- 
nets, no portentous rustle of ballots. 
Against such obstacles and opponents the 
Napoleonic idea has more than once shown 
its ability to hold its own. 

One map, one pen, one magazine article 
—these simple agencies have given the 
deathblow to a great dynasty. To say that 
Taine’s essay is an event in literature would 

but faint praise. Directly and indirectly 
it has a powerful bearing upon the manners, 
morals, ideas and politics of all coming time. 
Every page bears the enduring stamp of 
genius of the first order, and the most tre- 
mendous industry. 

Of course people did not need to be told 
that Taine was a master ofstyle and the 
foremost critic of the age, but this marvel- 
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ous piece of work is none the less a revela— 


tion io them. The pages before us seem to 
reflect the fierce white light that was 
focused upon them by the magician who 
was copjuring up the past with his pen. 
The very letters seem instinct with’ life. 
Woids, sentences and paragraphs move for- 
ward with the resistless rush of charging 
legions, bearing down everything thatstands 
in the way of their horrent bristling front. 

It is impossible to read this masterpiece 
without being convinced. Taine gave the 
pest years of his life to the study of his sub-

ject. 
ic literature. He put himself in Napoleon’s 
place, and studied the men and women and 
circumstances of his time. He hunted down 
the myths of history, and sifted out the 
facts. He studied the causes, the environ- 
ment and the effects of each fact. The work 
was almost superhuman, but it has given us 
the only life-like picture of the great Corsi- 
can that the world has ever seen. 
Taine paints Napoleon as a diabolical 
.Ego. Many of our readers will remember 
Macaulay’s portraiture of Machiavelli and 
the Italian statesmen of hisschool, Na- 
poleon had the clear intelligence, the in- 
domitable will, the selfishness and the utter 
indifference to all things that did not center 
in himself which characterized these Ital- 
ians. In point of fact he was the descend- 
ant of some of these very men, and in him 
were reproduced in their abnormal develop- 
ment the dominant traits of his ancesctors. 
We cannot give room here to even so much as 
a paragraph from Taine, because the essay is 
too compact and closely linked together to 
admit of mutilation. It is enough to say that 
such a being as our author describes is the 
very incarnation of the spirit of despotism. 
Coldly, impartially, but with relentless 
scrutiny, Taine dissects his giant and ex- 
amines every fiber under a microscope. It 
is no wonder that the publication of this re- 
markable article has shattered the Bonapart- 
ists. Prince Napoleon wastes time and 
labor in attempting to write an answer. The 
answer will never be written. After all 
these generations, the truth of history has 
at last struggled into the light, and it cannot 
be obscured. 
Still, the new revelation will not cause

Who Is Hurt ? 

The New York Herald, protesting agains! 
the action of the commissioners in suspeail- 
ing operations of the interstate commerce 
law before investigation, says: 

The interstate commerce law was adopted by 
congress after full and careful debste by both 
houses, Its provisions were intended by the law- 
making 
known would be inconvenient to “common Car- 
riers.’”” Congress insisted on these inconvenient 
changes in the interest of the people; but it provi- 
ded that ifin any “special case’ the changes 
should prove to work injustice, in that case, “after 
investigation’’—that is to say, after the commis- 
sion had become satisfied by full inquiry that such 
injustice was worked in the ‘‘special case’’—then, 
and not before, the commission should have au- 
thority to decree a suspension of this clause of the 
law. 

Congress cClearly.intended that the law should 
be obeyed until ‘‘after investigation’’—that is, un- 
til the inquiry into the “special case’ is comple- 
ted. Thatitis not complete, or even begun, the 
commission confesses, for it appoints certain dates 
in April and May when at certain places it will 
meet ‘‘for the consideration of the subject matter 
of said petition.”’ 

If congress intended, as the Herald asserts, 
to ‘‘make changes which it was known 
would be inconvenient to ‘common car- 
riers,’ ’’ then it must be said that the inten- 
tion is a downright failure. It has been dis- 
covered that the proposed changes do not in- 
terfere with the common carriers, but that 
they do seriously inconvenience the people 
who depend on the common carriers for 
transportation. It has been shown that the 
best interests of business communities at the 
south will be seriously injared if the provis- 
ions of the fourth section of the law are put 
into operation. 

It is true that some of the southern roads 
have protesied against the results of the law, 
but their protests and petitions, like the pe- 
tition of General E. IP. Alexander, of the 
Central Railroad and Banking company, are 
in bebalf of the people and towns along the 
line. Such men as General Alexander, who 
know by experience, what the result of the 
propcsed changes will be, are not slow to 
protest against it. 

But there is no need of discussing the 
matter now and here. The commission has 
wisely concluded to suspend the operations 
of the fourth section, and visit various parts 
of the country for the purpose of carefally 
and fully investigating the matter in ail its 
bearings.

PIONEER PREACHING, 


Dr. Simmons Tells of the Times When He 

Carried the Gospel to the Pacific Coast, 
From the Sacramento Bee. 

One of the ablest and most eloquent pu'pi 
orators in California today is the Rey. Dr, J. C. 
Simmons, pastor of the Methodist Episcopal church 
south at Chico. Last Sunday evening, in that city, 
he preached his thirty-fifth anniversary serm >», 
telling at length the story of his workin the vine- 
yard of the Pacific coast. He is the son of an hon- 
ored Methodist preacher of the Georgia conference, 
and was born in Butts county, Georgia, in 1827. He 
graduated from Emory college, at Oxford, Ga, in 
i*48, and was ordained to preach a few days after 
receiving hisdiploma. In 1852 he was sent asa 
missionary to California, reaching San Francisco 
in February of that year, 

The doctor relates that thefirst objects that at 
trac'ed his attention upon stepping from the ship 
were the immense gambling saloons, brilliantly 
lighted and crowded with men, with here and 
there a woman seated ata table superintending a 
game. Great piles of gold lay in the utmost profu- 
sion on the tables. Shrewd and well dressed game- 
sters were on hand to fleece the roughly dressed 
miners, large pumbers of whom were staking and

He was presentand assisted in the organization of 
the Pacific Annual conference of the Methodist- 
Episcopal church Southin April, 1852, and isthe

California. The doctor was sent to perform his , 


first work inthe mines, His first sermon in Cali- 
fornia was preached in Sacramento, where he stop- 
ped one day while on his way to Grass Valley. 

He had a rough experience from the day he lef 
Sacramento, but he stood up bravely. Ashe left 
this city he was homesick, but his thoughts were 
goon absorbed, while rolling along in the old s‘age 
coach, in admiring the lovely Sacramento yalley, 
which was not gemmed, as now, with fine farm- 
houses, vineyards, orchards and gardens, but only 
one wide, flower-spangled plain. As he arrived in 
Nevada City, at night, snow was falling rapidly. 
The crooked streets were crowded with miners, 
andthe gambling halls were wide open, The 
‘parsonage,’ where he was tostop, whasa rough 
shed made of “shakes,’’ built to the end of the 
church, which was constructed of the same materi- 
al. It wasrather hard to turn into sucha build- 
ing, where the rude blests of the Sierras could 
sweep through. But that was the style of buildings 
all over the town. 

The preacher opened bis commission at Grass 
Valley, on the Sunday following bis arrival in the 
mines. The ‘‘church’ consisted of nothing but the 
framework, and Dr. Simmons tet to work and com- 
pletedit with his own hands, His congregation 
consisted mostly of men, aud few of them at that. 
if balf a dozen ladies were present it was consider- 
ed wonderful. It was a desperate work trying to 
convert men who had gone into the mires, tasted 
of the gold excitement, cast off all restraint, and 
plunged recklessly into anything and everything 
that came along, And yet, some of the wildest of 
the men had themselves been preachersand pro- 
festors back in the states, 

The doctor travelled from mine to mine on foot, 
and he was acquainted with every gold hunter for 
miles around. He ate withthem, slept with them 
at night, but often alone undera tree. He preach- 
ed to them on Sundays, attended tothem in sic¢- 
ness aud buried their dead. He preached under 
trees, in cabins, in saloons, in ten-pin alleys and 
gambling balls. On many occasions he would 
stand in a saloon behind a bar, which he would 
use for a pulpit, while his congregation of miners, 
all heavily armed with pistols and knives, would 
sit on the whisky barrels while he 
urged them to buy gold tried in the fire, that 
they might be rich. During these discourses he 
would frequently be interrupted by some drunk or 


holy terror, who would swagger up tothe bar and 


growlout: “Say, parson, won't yer give us a 
drink?’ Such intrusions usually ended by a 
couple of miners grabbing up the offender and 
throwing him out of the door, and giving signifi- 
cant warning by tapping their pistols that he had 
better not repeat the trick. Just as soon asthe 
preecher would end his discourse the bartender 
would take his place behind the bar, and ina few 
minutes could be heard the rattle and jingle of 
glasses, 
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During his visits to French Corral, then one of | 


the liveliest camps in the mountains, Dr. Simmons 
used to perach his sermons in a great gambling 
hall, standing upon one of the gaming tables. Be- 
fore the sermon would be ended some sport would 
take his hat and go thronugn the crowd, remarking: 
‘Boys, the parson can't afford to do all this talking 
for nothing, so you'd better ante a piece.” 

After leaving the mines the doctor was stationed 
at Stockton, San Jose and Sacramento, respectively, 
being in this city in 1862, during the big flood. 
Since then he has been in San Francisco and other 
important places. He has preached nearly five 
thousand sermons,besides deliving numberless lec- 
tures and speeches, without a single year’s rest..

A CLOSE SHAVE. 


Was This Panther Really on the Watch for 
This Particular Man’ 


From the New York Sun. 

I was talking with an old man the other 
day who had been through two or three Indian 
cempsigns, killed grizzlies, trapped wolves and 
had a hundreg stirring adventures in wild life, and 
I asked him to name the closest call he ever had. 

“Well, the tightest squeeze I ever had came 
about in a queer manner,” he replied, “I had 


come home to Minnesota to get well of a stab | 


given me in an Indian fight in western Dakota, 
and the wound was yet sore when a frignd and 
myself got our traps together and went up among 
the lakes forming the source of the upper Missis- 
sippi river to have a hunt. It was about the middle 
of September when we got into camp, and my 
strange adventure began almost at once. We 


the morning, and before night had our shanty 
completed, The hard work of the day irritated 


my wound and made me “feverish, and about 10 | 


o'clock at night, as we were ready te*turn in, I 
took the pail and started to the spring for some 
water. The spring was about 300 feet away, with 
open woods between. The night was clear and 
stil, with a light frost beginning to fall, and the 
slightest noise could be heard. When I was half 
way to the spring I hearda chipmunk, weasel or 
some small animal of the sort running on the 
leaves a hundred feet away, and the sounds actu- 
ally startled me. .Then I heard asquirrel run up 
a tree, and I followed him farupthe branches by 
the sounds of bis claws on the bark. I believe 
that the report of arifie could have been heard 
three miles on such a night. 

“T reached the spring, dipped up a pail of water, 
and drank heartily, and thenstood for a moment 
enjoying the “night and the appalling stillness. 
Presently I heard a peculiar sound down beyond 
the spring. 1 can’t tell you why or how I knew the 
sound was made by some wild beast jdropping to 
the ground from a tree, but that was my impress- 
jon. It was a sly action on the part of 
the. beast, and on a windy [night could 
not have been heard twenty feet. li 
went through me like a flash that a panther which 
had been roosting in one of the big trees just 
across the open space beyond the spring had drop- 
ped down to attack me, and I started forthe shanty 
like a streak of lightning. I had made no mistake 
in jumping to conclusions, As I bolted away a hor- 
rible scream overtook me, andI madeclean jumps 
of ten feet after that. We had a couple of hounds 
at the cabin, and they were curled up and asleep 
when I leftit. The yell of the panther brought 
‘em outmighty sudden, anidI suppose this sayed 
my life. That beast wasn’t Mirty feet behind me 
when the hounds met and passed me,and next 
instant there was a shindy which would have 
made your hair stand up. I jumped into the door 
of the sbanty just in time tocollide with my part- 
ner and roli us both on the floor,and before we 
could get our guns and get out the affair was over 
—thatis,one of our dogs had been chawed to 
death, the other half killed—and the panther had 
made off. It was certainly a narrow escape for me, 
and I was week in the knees when I came to think 
it over. 

‘We did not hear from the beast again for three 
days. We put out ninety traps along the swamps 
and creeks, and found abundance of game in the 
woods. On the fourth day, about 10 o’ciock in the 
morning, while my partner was Cleaning his guna 
and diessing off scme rabbits for dinner,l went 
out to look at some traps set the night before. My 
route was along the swamp shores of a small lake, 
and it was a cloudy day with a cold wind blowing. 
I had my gun on my shoulder as I tramped/ialony, 
and I had passed the third trap without finding 
any victims, when I eame under a largetree. AS 
I was not looking for live game I had not sur- 
veyed the limbs aboyeme. The space between 
the tree and the water was not over ten feet, and 
I was looking ahead to locate the ‘ext trap when 
I stepped into ahole and fell sprawling. Taat 
fall probably saved mytife, I feitsomething graze 
me as I went down, there wasa horrible snarl in 
my ears, and that infernal panther plumped into 
the water witha greatsplash. Ihad a shotgun 
with me, and it was loaded for.smaill-. game. 
I was up before you could count fifteen. 
My fall had fiunmg -the gun several feet 
away, and assoon as!I could seizeit I looked for 
the panther, Missing hisspring the way he did 
probably disconce:ted him, and his cold bath cool- 
ed bis enthusiasm, He floundered around, climb- 
ed back to dry land, and after indulgingina 
shake to get rid of the water, he growled at me 
aud disappeared among the bushes. I sent the 


scot free, 
“Well, I got itintomy head that that varmint 
was aftermeand nebody else. My partuer bad 


not even got a glimpse of him, while he had twice 
attacked me, I just left the traps and made a bee 
line forthe shanty, and that afternoon we seta 
trap in the woods to catch his highness. The other 
dog was about dead of his terrible wounds and we 
finished him and used -him to bait ourtrap. Two 
days and nights went by and nothing further was 
heard of the panther. Then my scare began to go 
off, and I set out to look over half our iraps, while 
my partner took the other half. I took further 
around the lake than before, and at eleven o'clock 
in the forenoon I was through with the 
last irepand leaded down with game. Asl 
couldn't carrythe load back to the shanty, I 
sat down on a iog to shuck some of the mink and 
rats, and pretty soon I had forgotten all about 
the panther. I was near the ‘butt of the log or 
fallen tree, the other end of which was very 
burhy. Ihad my back to this, and had worked 
for half an bour, when it struck me powerfal hard 
and all of asudden that I was in danger. It was 
like a voice calling to me, and at the same mo- 
menta chilltravelled up my back. I wheeled 
square about,and there was that infernal 
panther creeping down the trunk assofily as a 
catto get nighenough torpring onme. At my 
motion he stopped short with a spit and snarl, 
and greased lightning was nowhere compared to 
my movements. My gun was loaded with buck- 
thot this time, and I lifted her up and fired at 
him from a distance of about forty feet, He was 
hit by one or twoof theshot, and the scream he 
gave was heard by my parimer three-quarters of 
amile away.

“TI aven- 
port's” no sign. It was proudly inde- 
pendent of any such tactitious aids to prominence. 
As well label the county courthouse as plaster a 
sign on Dayenport s time-honored front. There 
was but one courthouseand bat one Davenport's, 
and honors were easy between them in Slowville. 
Furthermore, (apropos ofa sign), human ingenuity 
would have been staggeredto compose any in- 
scription fora sign that would have been even 
messurably descriptive of the olia podrida on 
Davenport's shelves. (There was a Davenport, 
inéecd, but as he is merely incidental to ‘‘Daven: 
port’s,” he can bide his time for an introduction. 
Pavenport’s would have been Davenport’s if Day- 
epport had been completely effaced. ) 

Considering its intensely utilitarian character, it 
was not an unpicturesque-looking object, with its 
eray and moss grown shingle roof, and its broad 
piaza in front,shaded by the Prides of China, whose 
purple blossoms scented the air in,the spring time 
and whose yellow balls tempted the robbins tothe 
crime of drunkennessin the winter time.

The long rack under 
the rain-shed on one sdeof the. plaza wonld be 
crowded thick with animals, ranging from the 
handsome thoroughbred of the colonel, with its 
blue and white check saddle blanket and tis costly 
English saddle, down to the harness scarred mule, 
with itsrope bridle and its folded gunny sack 
intervention between its barefoot riderand itsown 
ridgy spinal column, Within the cool shades of 
tbe Pridesof China, the spanking buggy bays of 
Fred Mayo stood side by side with the stolid 
oxen, whose slowly heaving tlanks told of the 
many miles that intervened between them and 
their own drinking trough.

The Water Works Commission Becomes 
Distressed About the Artesian Well. 


The artesian well and the pure, clear, health- 
giving flowing stream. that comes fromit are now 
attracting the undivided attention of the board of 
water commissioners. Ever since the completion 
of the welland the surrender of it tothe care of 
the commission that body has done everything 
possible to have the maius extended. 

Under all thé hydrants in the heart of the city 
the streets have been kept wet. The water has 
been allowed to flow freely, and now the commis- 
tion is kicking about it and declaring thatitisa 
watte and want the council to pass a+pecial act. 
Yesterday Mr. Richards, hoping to take the initia- 
ety steps in securing a remedy of the evil, sent the 
following letter to the chief ot police: 

ATLANTA, Ga, April 13, 1887.—A. B, Connolly, 
Chief Police, Atlanta, Ga.: Dear Sir.—Last night 
the tank at the artesian well was pumped full at 
6 o’clock, and at 5 this morning it was empty. It 
holds 8,000 gallons. J am satisfied from observa- 
tion, that a large per centage of the water drawn 
from the “artesian” is wasted or used for purposes 
not intended. Itisintended asa free drinking 
water and to be taken in buckets or dippers, 
pitchers, etc., but we find that parties make use of 
& continued flow for washing spittoons, little 
negroes wash their feet, whitewashers wash out 
their buckets, and various other vile uses are 
mace of it, and it is fast becoming evident that the 
abuses must be stopped to secure a constant sup- 
ply for the uses that are intended. I therefore ask 
that you instruct the police force as far as possible 
to correct the abuses, always bearing in mind that 
there is no objection whatever to parties drawing 
Waier from the hydrants for purposes for which it 
was intended to be used, It might be run all 
hight, but as there is no increase from it, and the 
mnning all night would necessitate another man 
snd an increase in the quantity of fuel, I think 
the better plan is to stop the abuses day and night.

Judge Richard H. Clark, of the Stone Moun- 
tain circuit, has written a letter to Goveruor 
Gordon which is calculated to excite a good 
des! of interest. It raises anew the qaestion 
of state rights and grows out ofa local option 
suit, 

Feeling that the local option law now in ef- 
fect in DeKalb county was uuconstitational, 
abd being naturally desirous of using taeir dis- 
tillery, located in that county, Messrs. Cox and 
Hill reopened the same in March last, and, 
through William G. Miller, began distilling. 
While thus engaged, Miller was indicted by the 
grand jury of the county for violating the loe- 
cal option law, and was arrested on a bench 
warrant issuing trom the superior court. 

Desiring to get to the cours ef last resort at 
Washington at as earlya day as povsible, Mr. 
J. Carroll Payne, attorney for Cox & 
Hill, applied to Hon. Don A, Pardes, 
judge of the United States circuit 
court, for a writ of habeas corpus. 
The writ was issued, directed to the sheriff of 
De Kaib county, commanding him to produce 
before the United States circuit court, in this 
city, the person of Wil:iam G. Miller, whom it 
was alleged was illegally restrained of his lib- 
erty. The writ was complied with, and Miller 
taken before the court, butin the absence of 
Judge Pardee, the hearing was continued until 
the first Monday in May, pending which Mil- 
ler was admitted to bailin thesum of $2,090. 

In his letter to Governor Gordon, Judge 
Clark sets forth his views as follows; 


B. Gerdon, Governor of the stagé of Georgia. —Daar 
Sir: I take the first opportunifVI have after the 
ad "osama of DeKalb superior court to officially 
inform your excellency that during the recent reg- 
ular session of that court, the Hon, Judge Pardee, 
of the United States circuit. court, ordered the writ 
of habeas corpus to issue against the sheriff of that 
county, commanding him to produce before said 
judge at the courtroom in Atlanta, the person of 
ene William G. Miller, allegedito be iltegally re- 
strained of his liberty. Said Miller was a prisoner 
in the custody of said sheriff by virtue of a bench 
warrant issued by myself as ipo of said superior 
court, against whom a bil! of indictment had been 
found by the grand jury of said county then in 
session, for manufacturing whisky in violation of 
the local prohibition law of said county. 
petition for habeas corpus _ set 

(as I &m reliably informed) that 
prisopnment of  Miiler was _ illegal, 

cause said prohibitory law was a violatioa of the 
constitution of the United States. I was urged to 
put said Milleron his trial, notwithstanding said 
writ, but believing that delay was preferable to the 
evils of aconfiict of jurisdiction, and that Jndge 
Pardee would remand the prisoner to the state 
authorities as soon as the case could te heard on 
its merits, I advised the sheriff to obey the writ 
and produce the prisoner in accordance with its 
terms. On account of the non-appearance of Judge 
Parcee the hearing was postponed uutil the first 
Mondayin May. ‘The solicitor-general of the cir- 
cuit, Hon. H. Jones, not being able to attend said 
investigation, on account of the pressure of crim- 
inal business in DeKalb superior court, employed 
Hooper Alexander, of Alexander & Turnbull, to 
represent him therein. Mr. Alexander did appear 
aud filed the answer of the sheriff, setting forth, as 
stated, bis authority for the arrest and to interfere 
with it would be an usurpation of jurisdiction on 
the part of the United States court and an illegal 
interference with the lawful conduct of the state 
courts and their officers. 

While lI bave no doubt Messrs. Alexander and 
Turnbull are fully competens to vindicate the ju- 
risdiction of the state courts in this and similar 
cases, yet] deem the matter of suflicient impor- 
tance toinform your excellency of it, that you 
may take such action as you may see proper to de

The federal courts 
are given authority by the 
reviced statutes of the United States 
to grant writs of habeas corpus in any 
caso where the party complainiaog alleges 
that the state law, fora violation of whicy 
he has been arrested, is unconstitutional by 
virtue of the protection given every citizen 
of the United States by the federal con3titu- 
tion. This method of testing the validity of 
the state laws has been resorted to in other 
states, and successfolly, and is meantin no 
way torefixct upon the dignity of the state 
orits courts. Thestatnte authorizing such 
proceedings stands upon the statute books of 
the United States,and the time to object to 
it or feel agrieved was at its passage.

“The supreme court of this state, in Menken 
vs. Atlanta, seem very conclusively to have de- 
termined what Miller's fate would be before 
that tribunal, and while that decision may 
stand, I feelitno disrespect to the dignity of 
this state to have the question as speedily tried 
at Washington as possible. Judge Pardee, be- 
fore granting the writ, considered the question 
and Judge Clark’s letter, though unintention- 
ally, reflects somewhat upon Judge Pardee, 
who has acted in this matter after considering 
it. He is presumed not to excsed his powers 
and to knew what they are.”

“When will you commence this buil ling?” 

“My idea has been to begin it at ouce, and [ 
suppese I shall earry this plan out. Mr. sil- 
vey, who ig next door to me, informs re that 
he intends to replace his present building with 
a larger one, and it suggested itself to me that 
it might be wellfor me towait and lutus 
build together. I donot know how this will 
be. In any event, I will have temporary 4 14r- 
ters fixed for the bank, as we sha'! open busi- 
nees justassoonas we can getacharter.

Several gentlemen have offered to) 
subscribe to the stock, one gentleman wantiag 
to take twenty-five thousand dollars. We 
would prefer to get a dozen subscribers at five 
or ten thousand collars each so that every sub- 
ecriber might become a director,and give the 
bank the berefit of his influence and counsel, 
We shall organize under state laws as weds 
not care to stert a national bank.’ 

Mr. L. B. Wheeler has made plans for Mr. 
Gould’s new building and saysit will be oue 
of the handsomest buildings ever eracted in 
the south. Heis satisfied that it will be built 
at once, and he is getting the plans and speci- 
fications rapidly into shape. The sale of the 
real estate was made through Colonel G. W. 
Adair. The price paid is about a thousand 
dollars a front foot, aud is considered a fair 
price for the property. 

Mr. Gould is a very avealthy man, being 
easily a millionaire. He organized the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce of Minneapolis and 
was its president until his health drove him to 
Fiorida, where he made extensive purchases, 
and built himself a winter home. He has 
made a great deal of money in Minneapolis 
real estate, and has been a successful business 
man from his boyhood up. He is very much 
pleased with Atlanta and at the prospect of 
making it his home. Mr. Vandyke is a very 
wealtby man. He was first attracted to At- 
lanta by the marriage of i his 
Caughter to Mr. Clifford Anderson, of 
this city, and after studying the situa- 
tion thoroughly determined to make it his 
bome. He bought the Heywood place in West 
End some months ago, and will make it one of 
the handsomest,suburban places around At- 
Janta. The acquisition of these gentlemen is 
significant, and will result in a very large 
amount of northwestern capital being brought 
to Atlanta. They went over the south, 
studied all the booms carefully, and found 
nothirg to compare with Atlanta, both asa 
place for investment aud residence.

The presence in the city yesterday of a num- 
ber of the surviving members of the Taird 
Georgia regiment, aszembled here for tha p1r- | 
pose of arranging for the holding of their bi- 
ennial reunion the comiog summer, awakened 
in themindsof many citizens memories 
which, though usually slumbering, will never 
be forgotten. In those dark days of ’61, when 
the war clouds were fast gathering over the 
sunny south, one of the first organizations to 
respond to tie call “to arms” was the Taird 
Geergia. In April of that year. compa- 
nies were formied in different sections of 
the ttute. which were ordered to 
Portsmouth, Va., and there, on the ith day of 
May was erganiz-d the Third Georgia regi- 
ment. It wasa remarkable body of mea, chosen 
as a )nle frem the be-t walks of life, and noted 
fer their strength and honest patriotism. In 
the ranks of company G was one who enlisted 
as 2 common soldier, but in him his associates 
saw one whom they belicved was fully cipable 
to lead them, and thus Colonel A. R. Wright 
wes elected to command the regiment. He 
proved a rigid disciplinarian, and _ te 
this fact, in a. great measare, was 
due the high standing of his regiment. 

He remaincd in command of the regiment 
for just about a year, and it may be gaid of him, 
without fear of controversion, that no braver 
man ever led his command into battle. Itcan | 
truthfally be said that Colonel Wright never | 
oréered his men to advance, but from the front | 
rank he led them on. An incident wa3 related | 
of him yesterday in the hearing of a ConsTi- | 
QUTION reporter which ably illustrated the 
men. In the expedition of the Third Georgia, © 
when sent down from Norfolk to Roanoke | 
island, on the coast of North Carolina, by Major 
General Huger, to repel an attack made by 
G«neral Reno, of the federal army, Colonel 
Wright procured a marsh pony which he 
rnounted and immediately took the lead. He 
hurried on alone some distancein advance of 
thetroops, aud suddenly found himself in 
front of an ambuscade of federal soldiers, who 
fired upon him killing his horse instantly. A lit- | 
tle drummer boy rashed out of the federal line, 
thinking to bave the honor of capturing acon- 
federate colone), but just as he reached him 
Colonel Wright extsicated himself, and 
seizing a pistol with one hand, | 
with the other he — grasped the | 
boy so as io hold him in front of him as a | 
shield, and defied the federais to take him. | 
They did not dare fire upon him again for | 
feer of killing the boy, andin a moment his | 
regiment came up and took the entire party of | 
federals prisoners. Sv much did Colonel 
Wright admire the pluck of the little drummer 
that immediately upon reaching Norfolk he 
sent the lad through the linesand gave him 
his freedom. - 

He remained in command of the regiment 
until after the battle of Seven Pines, in May, 
‘62, when he was made a brigadier general and | 
placed in command of the Third, Fourth and 
Twenty-second Gergia regiments, the Second 
Georgia battalion and the First Louisiana in- 
faptry,. 

General Wright was succeeded by Colonel E 
J. Walker, who was promoted from the cap- 
taincy of Company G. Owing to the illness of 
Colonel Walker, Major John F. Jonas was 
much of the time in command of the regiment 
from the time of the second battle of Manassas 
the time he lost his arm 
at Chancellorville. The regiment haibut the 
two colonels, Wright and Walker. It remained 
in Virginia during the entire war, participat- 
inginallof the battles fought during the 
period General Lee commanded the army of 
Northern Virginia, and at the time of the sur. 
render at Appomattox was in Mahone’s. divi- 
sion, A. P. Hill's corps. 

It was regarded as onesf the strongest and 
best drilled, and one of the best fighting regi- 
ments in that army. When organized it had 
eleven companies and a total of 1,20) men, 
and this number was fully kept up during 
the first year and a half of the war.
